4, 
thereby creating a patterned coating arrangement 52 on t^e release liner with the color variations 
producing desirable visual shading effects." Fig. 4 clearly show the colored release layer 52 ftom 
which the face stock has been lifted,- the release layer 52 being positioned above the bacWng 
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layerSO AppUcairts in contrast provide a colored backing sheet. The purpose is also different 
from ^^^Cheusetries to accomplish: AppUcants' accomplishes avoidance of abrasion on the 
punching tool, ^.heieas Gteuses' ol^ectives are mainly to contain the coloring and avotd 
migration of the coloring into the pressure sensitive tape. Howcr. Greuse uses the release 

layers 16, 26 or 40 or 52. 

W secondary reference of Higgins can nor cure the deficiency of Greuse and m 

combination, one would not receive applicant's invention.
